The employers expect the unions to 


refuse to arbitrate .the question of de; 
liveries in which case they will force 
them and this will greatly extend the 
present field of tho strike and many 
lines of business not hitherto aftected 
will suffer from the new move. 


Ask More Testimony 


President Shea was again summon- 


ed before the grand jury this after- 
noon to give further testimony on his 
sensational charges against 
certain 


business .concerns

bribe the union leaders to call strikes 
on and off. Prominent business ineu 
will also be summoned to givt thoir 
side of.the question. 


-... Before Jury 


Shea supplemented His graft charg- 


es by declaring aii attempt at bribery 
was made by some of the big packers 
during the progress of the stockyards 
strike. . Several other . labor leaders 
testified. before the jury. 
Robert J. 


Thorne, of Montgomery Ward & Co., 
who testified said he told the jury 
there was no truth in the statements 
of Shea and Young to the effect lie 
tried to bribe the labor leaders. 


Shea's Testimony 


Cornelius P. Shea, -president of the 


International Brotherhood of Team- 
sters, and Albert Young, former pres- 
ident of that organization, have had 
the first inning. In testimony given by 
thorn.before the grand jury the names 
of men prominently identified with the 
side of the1 employers in the present 
controversy were made use of in ret'- 
once to alleged' attempted bribery con- 
nected with prior dilterences between 
capital and- labor. 


For the moment at least, attention 


'has been directed away from the ex- 
istinjr teamsters' strike, which, with 
its causes and side issues, formed- the 
objective of the inquisition-set on foot 
by State's Attorney Healy through tho 
machinery of. the grand jury. 


Employers' Make Reply. 


Officials of the Employers' associa- 


tion, which was not organized at the 
time the alleged bribery ' testified to 
by Shea and Young was attempted, 
declare that the coup oC the strike 
leaders is intended to befog the pres- 
ent situation. 


"Strikes were dealt in as a commod- 


ity by. labor leaders—the same as a 
butcher buys and' sells meat—before 
the Employers' association was form- 
ed to put a stop to it." was the state- 
ment of Levy Mayer, counsel for tho 
Employers' association, who branded 
as perjury charges involving himself 
in previous troubles.

tion-; understood' to be $10,000.'' "The 
overtures, it is said'. ,were tr/rned 
down by the parties who were ap- 
proached lo put up the money. 


Revenge, coupled with a fear that

Neither Shea nor Young, according 


to their open declarations, have any 
great grievance against Driscoll, and 
there are reasons for believing that' 
he hail a "tip" on the prospective tes- 
timony before.he departed. 


Driscoll Draws $200 Monthly. 


"Driscoll has been on the pay roll 


of Francis S. Peabody of the Pea- 
body Coal company at $200 a month," 
said Albert Young, "and I would like 
to see him get ^10,000 a month if ho 
could. 
I don't know where Driscoll 


is,".he added with a laugh; "I guess 
ho is in Florida."

Mr. Peabody and Robert J. Thorne 


of Montgomery Ward & Co.. a leading 
member of the Employers' association, 
are declared- by Shea' and Young to 
have been principals in certain deals 
where efforts were made to corrupt 
union labor leaders with money bribes. 


Mr. Peabody,. according to their in- 


direct assertions and more direct in- 
nuendoes, instigated the sympathetic 
strike of teamsters in support- of the 
elevator conductors two years ago, and 
as a price for a settlement forced the 
owners of the Inrge office build-Ings of 
the city to throw out their gas iuel 
plants and use coal all the year— 
summer and winter. Driscoll is said 
to have engineered tbe scheme from 
inauguration to settlement.

AND -FINANCE. 


(Washington Letter in Merrill News, 


May 19.) 


Mr. James ,T. Hill, president of the 


Great Northern railroad, in his testi- 
mony' .before the senate commission, 
on interstate commerce, this 
week, 


made one strong point against 
the 


plan of government- "rate fixing for 
railways. The .ability'of the railway's 
to. finance their necessary . improve- 
ments and -re-equipment' he contend- 
ed would be threatened with destruc- 
tion under such a plan.

about an enterprise whose
